We supply only stock that has been freshly dug 
to fill your order. Orders delivered by Ingleside 
trucks are promptly loaded and are protected in 
transit by carefully secured tarpaulins. 

Call for your own loads as promptly as possible 
after notification, be sure your truck is equipped 
with plenty of rope and canvas to cover the whole 
load. Unprotected nursery steck quickly windburnas 
and dries out in transit. 


Barerooct Stock 


Unload promptly after receipt of material. Untie 
and waier the bundles. Heel at once in peat, saw- 
dust, or moist soil preferably under a lath shade pro- 
tection. Bareroot steck should be potted up or 
planted befcre it starts into active growth. 


B&B Stock 


Again unload premptiy upon receipt of the ma- 
terial. Remove the cords securing the tops of the 
plants to prevent injury to the foliage. Heel the 
balls in damp peat or sawdust preferably under 
lath shade protection and water thoroughly. In 
the salesyard BEB material is most advantageously 
displayed in raised peat or sawdust beds. To save 
time and confusion during rush periods salesyard 
stock sheuld be individually labeled as to variety 
and price. Feed the stock every two to three weeks 
with soluable fertilizer at %%¢ the manufacturers 
recommended dilution.
